I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  Prescot  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1950. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has 
remained  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  crude  death  rate  at  11.7  per  thousand  compares 
favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.6). 

The  birth  rate  of  18.3  per  thousand  shows  a  decrease 
compared  with  the  previous  year  (20.2) ,  but  is  above  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  (15.8). 

1  am  happy  to  report  that  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the 
infant  mortality  rate,  the  rate  being  39  per  thousand  live  births, 
compared  with  40  in  1949,  and  57  in  1948. 

There  was  no  maternal  death  notified  during  the  year. 

There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  infectious 
disease,  187  cases  being  notified  compared  with  242  cases 
during  1949.  The  decrease  has  been  due  to  fewer  notifications 
of  measles  and  whooping  cough.  Two  cases  of  diphtheria  were 
notified  during  the  year.
